Many New Security Issues Tentatively Approved

Some bankers are expressing surprise at the number of new lssues
of securitles which are mesting with the quasi-sapproval of the capital
issues committee, Of course, these |asues are not approved by the capital
issues committee as such, but are merely passed upon “as not being Incom-
patible with the Interest of the United States but at the same time there
is no escaping the fact that to “the man on the street" such approval
counts for something. One banker called attention yesterday to the
difference between the extent of such issues in Great Britaln since they
adopted a system of restriction almost similar to ours.

“In the first quarter of this year,” he sald, “the Britlsh Treasury
authorized the issuance of $20,000,000 of corporation Issues and $13,215,000
In the second nuarter, making a total of $33,275,000."

“In the same perfod,"” he sald, "the Hritish Government raised $3.447,
825,000 through the sale of bonds and war-savings certificates.”

Banks Drained of Cash for Harvesting Season ‘

One of the rensons advanged by a banker yesterday as to the money
stringency which has prevailed for some time past and which It is said
haa been the principal cause for the unusual conduct of the stock market
is different from those which have obtained currency recently.

He claims that there has been a drain on the banks for harvesting
and moving crops in the West, which have matured at least three weeks
ahead of the usual time. In New York, he said, the money stringency is
felt more acutely than here, and were it not for the relief given by the
bankers’ money committee there, which made extensive loans on call, the
situation would have been much more serious, This commitiee, he con-
tinued, has the money market as far as it applies to New York locally
under its supervision, and the Federal Reserve Bank, as well as all

f* local bankers, must make daily reports of their loan transactions to it.
This arrangement was necessitated by the shortege of funds, and ls sald
will eventually result in the stabilization (nf'funds.

I As time goes on public opinion is growing steadily In favor of a better
plan or, at least, what Is considered a better plan, namely, publle control
with private operation. A recent article in the Electrical News of Toronto,
Canadft, on this subject ends with the following significant paragraph:

“Excellent as the theory of munlcipalities owning thelr own utilitles
may be, there Is no doubt whatever that It has been a fatal pollcy for
many of our cities and towns throughout Canada, whq In thelr endeavor
to avoid the evil of uncontrolled private ownership fell Into the wrap of
uncontrollable munlcipal ownership.

“There is evidence, however, that all over Canada, having now had
experlence with both evils, we are sitting back and taking a survey of
the whole situation with a view to effecting a compromise that will’
) Include as many as possible of the good points and as few as possible
- of the bad points of the two tried systems."

Much Pivots on Meaning of “Invested Cepital” _

A downtown banker, speaking vesterday of the proposed taxation,
remarked that a great deal depends on the meaning which will be glven
to the term “Invested capital.” The main question which will come up in
this connection will be whether the money which a corporation has put
baek into {ts plant i8 to be so reEarded. or whether a corporation Is
assumed to have all its Investment capitalized. If “invested capital" Is
based on capltalization there are some corporations, notably the United
Btates Bteel Corporation, from which some large dividends could be
expected, as under such a ruling it could save several millions by havin
its capitalization and Invested capital the same, If Its capitalization
were 1o be measured by its outstanding stock the Steel Corporation could
sasily glve [ts stockholders a dividend of 100 per cent.

There is, anid this banker, u great danger in the misinterpretation of
the term “invested capital” and a clear, lueld definition of the term
should be made public by the Administration. The dangerously bullish
possibilities In Yeaving the market open to any and every interpretation
are too patent to he disregarded. .

The week opened with the market for Liberty Loan and foreign gov-
ernment bonds firm. The demand for corporation issues was only mod-
erate. With a few exceptions the total transactions in individual {ssues
of the latter group last week did not exceed $100,000. Among the indus-
trial bonds International Mercantlle Marine 8s are being steadily bought,
as they have heen for a long time. While it has been impossible to get
any definite idea of the financial plan that the directors have under con-
sideration, it has been Intimated for many weeks that the bonds were
being' steadlly absorbed for the account of the company. Just at the
present time this steady buying is not making much net changes in
prices. v

Among the rallroad bond‘s Burlington joint 48 are being dealt in on
a rather larger scale than any other lssue. These bonds fall due within
& few years, but as yet there has been no intimation as to what the joint
Northern Pacifie and Great Northern management Intends to do about
them. The Burlington stock which these two companies own together Is
pledged as collateral for the bonds. In the case of this issue also the
buying had not made more than fractional price changes.
